Nearly 12 hours after Atteo was 
buried to the armpits by a shower 
of earth and: stones, police aban- 
doned direct efforts to lift him out 
of the well and started digging a 
tunnel from a point 30 feet away. 

They planned to drill the tunnel 
on a slope so that it would come 
out at a point beneath the trapped 
man, enabling rescuers to clear 
away the rocks and heavy earth 
that held him prisoner. 

The searchlight-illuminated res- 
cue scene was the gloomy interior 
of a Booklyn garage. Atteo was 
digging a well through the floor— 
because of the city’s water short- 
age—when the walls of the shaft 
crumbled shortly after 11 a. m.' 
(EST.) | 

There was danger that the roof 
of the garage itself might collapse! 
on dozens of rescue workers. |

For more than eight hours the) 
fully-conscious Atteo joked with 
rescuers and told them step by 
step how to shore the walls of the 
well—being dug under a Brooklyn 
garage to prevent a frech collapse. 

The *xplosion came after one 
of Atteo’s sons, working with res- 
cuers, lowered a lighted cigaretie 
at his father’s request. Police had 
forbidden smoking in the vicinity 
because oxygen had been sent 
down to Atteo through a hose. The 
gas is highly inflammable. 

More dirt and stone showered 
down on the pinioned contractor. 
He cried aloud at the pain from 
blast burns on his unprotected 
face. | 

A steel oil drum with the ends 
knocked out was lowered around | 
Atteo’s body to protect him. A 
rope was fastened under his arms 
to prevent his sinking deeper. 

Atteo also was burned on the 
arms and shoulders. Dr. Gerson 
gave him first aid treatment. 
Blood plasma was brought. 

The 49-year-old well digger’s leg 
appeared to be pinioned by a size- 
able boulder. 

“We can't pull him up by the, 
rope because he’s too firmly im-! 
bedded,” one of the rescue work- 
ers said. “If we pulled on- the 
rope it would more than likely 
tear him apart.” 

The top of the well is in the 
garage floor about four feet from 
a girder which supports the roof. 

Atteo’s son, John, 27, said he 
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father kept requesting it. 

The son became hysterical after 
the explosion.

city election was rebuffed by anti- 
Communist Germans and Western 
Allied spokesmen alike yesterday. 
French Maj. Gen. Jean Ganeval 
spoke most plainly for the Western 
Powers, whose garrisons the Rus- 
fians would like to see sent 190 
miles to Western Germany.

Chickens of Evil Come Home To Roost 


On occasion here we have said that 
any community, large or smal!, which tol- 
erates the Ku Klux Klan and its mental- 
ity eventually will learn to its sorrow it 
has encouraged a cancer in its community. 

The Klan manages to bring in a few 
uninformed, misguided persons who no 
doubt mean well. But it must never be 
forgot that the Klan mentality is one of 
violence and disorder. It is un-Christian 
and un-American. It can produce only 
evil and sorrow. 

Unadilla has had two instances of the 
. Klan mentality. In one a decent citizen 
of long years of service in the town was 
insulted and terrorized by the yellow rats 
who burned a cross in front of his home. 

The police were there. The towns- 
people saw it. Only a few went to the 
distressed, innocent family and gave them 
public aid and comfort. Then followed 
minor, asinine appearances of the hooded 
oafs. Next came the incident where un- 
identified Klansmen prevented an Easter 
service in which the white ministers were 
to join in prayer at an old Negro church 
celebrating the Resurrection of Christ 
with an all-day program. 

Now comes the latest incident. 

The annual white high school banquet 
at the town community house was broken 
up by a rowdy crowd of youths who 
wanted it for a dance. The school super- 
intendent and others were roundly cursed. 
The police officer wasn’t talking. He 
wasn’t talking when the cross was burned. 
News reports said a din of “shouts and 
curses” outside the building broke up the 
high school dinner. Not only were the 
high school guests subjected to cursing. 
Tires of autos were punctured. 

Now, that is a perfectly normal devel- 
opment. 


The young men who participated in 
that outrage know that some of their 
elders are Klansmen. They also know 
that law and order were outraged by the 
cross burning and that most of the elders 
in their town shamefully stcod back and 
let it go. They also know that the hood- 
lums had managed to make their town 
afraid for ministers to join in an Easter 
service. These young persons and their 
actions are the natural and inevitable 
product of the Klan atmosphere and men- 
tality. 

Donalsonville allowed hoodlum threats 
to call off a benefit program by their high 
school because a well-known and respect- 
ed Negro musician, Graham Jackson, was 
engaged to play. Two weeks later all the 
County Commissioners of Georgia en- 
gaged him and applauded him. The more 
thoughtful high school graduates of any 
town. which allows the Klan to rule by 
fear and intimidation will not want to 
live and work there. They will leave such 
a home town and who will blame them? 
The young men and women of character 
are not yet made afraid as so many of 
their parents are. They won't live in an 
atmosphere of fear. ‘ 

But let every community note well the 
fact that the Klan mentality and atmos- 
phere produce only evil and sorrow. It is 
not possible to compromise with this can- 
cer. It comes in the guise of American- 
ism and Christianity and yet it degrades 
and abuses both. 

Communism and Klanism—they are 
the unholy toilers to break down law and 
order to make communities afraid and 
ashamed. 

Let all thoughtful persons be warned, 
ere their own chickens come home to 
rvost.

"Meat Balls 
To a Dog?’ 


There is an old Chinese proverb which says 
that lending money to a spendthrift is like 
throwing meat balls to a hungry dog. 

Many Americans view our financial policy of aid to Europe 
and Asia in exactly that light. They will be saying so as they 
have a look at the decision by Secretary of State Acheson to assist 
Indo-China against her Communist-led guerillas. In this field we 
will supply money, arms and technical advisers. 

We should. In fact, here is field where we should have acted 
earlier. Indo-China is one of the few remaining plugs in the 
Asiatic border. We are late in moving. The Frenth have opposed, 
but now agree because growing pressure from China and their 
own guerillas who are receiving arms—probably some U. S. arms 
surrendered by Chinese Nationalists on Hainan Island. 


In other Asiatic and Asian fields our assistance has done as much 
harm as good. This was not pecause of any particular lack of 
planning or policy, but because of a very real dilemma which goes 
to the heart of our entire foreign problem. - 


Mone Americans, used to a sound dollar, have never quite 
Y understood that governments are built on an economy 
and the only official direct contact an economy has with a people 
is the money issued by the government. For example, there is 
real reason to believe that had Chiang Kai-shek used our aid to 
reduce inflation and bring his currency into sounder condition, 
he would have held his nation together. The fact that much of 
American aid was manipulated by those in his government to bring 
a profit to them and their families, best explains his failure. In 
China our money was exploited and our arms were bartered in 
surrender. 
There is another excellent example. 


Once the war ended we wished to assist the Philippines. Of 
all the colonial possessions in the world, the people of those islands 
had stood magnificently with us. What the Philippines needed 
was materials. But, we had our own building needs. We lacked 
the decision to send steel, cement and lumber, so we sent money. 


Since there were desperate shortages in the Philippines the 
money we sent touched off a spree of competition for the small 
supply of materials available. 


Harm There followed a terrific inflationary spiral which just 

about broke the new government and brought acute dis- 
tress to all. The unemployment, high food prices and shortages 
gave aid and comfort to the guerilla troops, called tne Huks. The 
Philippine peoples who know about the loans aren’t grateful be- 
cause the money didn’t help them. It worsened their problems and 
their daily lives. They see immense profiteering in materials and 
the dealers in them riding high. Ususally such people are stupid 
enough to flout their wealth in the night clubs, the expensive 
restaurants and at the resorts in the broken, inflation-torn countries. 


So, when the the commies talk about American imperialism 
and dollar diplomacy they have listeners. 

It was exactly that situation in China, although there it was 
on a vaster scale than anywhere else and the inflationary processes 
went to excesses not seen since the German inflation shortly after 
World War I. 


In all the Asiatic nations we have tried to help we have had to 
deal with new and insecure governments and we have sent— 
usually—our dollars. This has hurt more than helped. 


In our world efforts to halt Communism, we too often have 
had to support governments which were in power even though 
we knew them to be corrupt, oppressive and without real public 
support. Thus, we have too often played into the hand of our 
enemies and hurt our friends. It is a dilemma which sometimes 
requires us to do nothing or support revolutionists. 


Euro e In Europe the story is different. Our dollars there were 
p put into the hands of governments which, if they were 
not stable (and few were) they were at least more responsible 
than the shaky set-ups of Asia. We have materially assisted in 
the recovery of Europe. 


Even there we are by no means out of danger. The Italian 
Government, for example, is not meeting the problem of land 
for the landless. It is protecting the absentee holders of tre- 
mendous estates, accumulated through dubious means in centuries 
past. The Government could buy them and redistribute them. 
It must do something. 

In the days of the decline of modern Italy’s strength there was 
a historian and philosopher in that country called Gugliemo 
Ferrero. He was at the peak of his influence at the turn of our 
century. He so annoyed the Government by pointing out it was 
reducing itself to ruin by failure to carry out social reforms he 
was banished for a period of time. One of the statements which 
caused his banishment was this: 


“One of the gravest mistakes committed by human indo- 
lence is the belief that order is best preserved by keeping it 
as it stands. It can only be preserved by continually recon- 
tod: ge The only real guardians are those who recon- 
struct it. 


Our own history—particularly that of the economic crash which 
brought on the necessity for a dramatic and hurried“reconstruction 
—was pointed out by Woodrow Wilson (among others) long before 
the crash came and Franklin D. Roosevelt had to do the job. 


At any rate, Americans who wail that foreign countries very 
often “don’t appreciate” our help, will do well to realize that 
very often it has not been helpful—from the viewpoint of the 
majority of people who measure our efforts in terms of the re- 
sults in their own daily lives. 

Those among us who oversimplify the problem by prating 
about lack of a fixed “policy” add to the confusion by making 
Americans believe there is a ready formula. There isn’t. Each 
case is a new one even though there be identical underlying dis- 
tempers in: each.
